PARIS 

Representatives of the Jewish Claims 
Conference. and of the American 
Joint Distribution Committee have 
been meeting here with the heads ol 
twelve European Jewish communities 
to elaborate a “ master plan ” of capital 
investments designed to ensure Jewish 
spiritual survival on the Continent. 

In the past three years, an annual 
average of $8,000,000 has been allocated 
by the Claims Conference and the 
“Join to Continental Jewry. The 
imemion is in future to devote less funds 
io institutional mainienance costs, and 
to pul up more money for one-time 


capiial investments, such as the estab- 
lishment of new sohools or enlargement 
of old ones, the creation of youth 


cemires and on This revitalising 
process. i is hoped, will enable European 
Jews to stand on their feet—as Jews—by 
the time German reparations have come 
to an end 


Ihe European communa! heads—from 
Austria; Belgium. Denmark. France 
Germans Gsreece, Holland. Italy 
Norway Sweden Switzerland and 


Yugoslavia—have been asked to assemble 
data on the size, age, and economic 
siruciure of their. respective Jewrsh 
populations: to assess the availabiluy of 
general public and Jewish communal 
resources; and to determine the priorities 

their social and welfare and cultural 
necds, as a hasis for the master plan 
which is to be drawn up.

GOD OF VENGEANCE 


“ Thou God to whom vengeance 
helongeth, shine forth” (Psalm 
xciv, 1). 


ANY Ashkenazi conmgrega- 

tions include in the service 

on the Shabbat before 
Shavuot a special prayer in memory 
of martyrs “who laid down their 
lives for the sanctification of the 
Divine Name.” In it God is invoked 
to “avenge the blood of His ser- 
vants which hath been shed,” and 
passages are quoted trom Scripture 
in which allusion is made to Hts 
role of “ avenger Criticism has 
long been levelled at this concept of 
(sod in the Hebrew Bible which 
has been contrasted with the “ God 
of love” stressed in the New 
lestament 


[his comparison to the disparage 
ment of Jewish teaching has made 


some Jews rather sensitive with regard 


to alleged inferior doctrine 
because it lends colour to the charee 
that we are a8 a people addicted to 
revenge and the character of Shylock 
iS mm thes respect truly typical. It is 
then. by no means superfluous to 
examine the thought which underhes 
the ascription of vengeance to God 

the Av Harachamim prayer s not 
found in the ritual of the Sephardim 
an indication that it arose in 
circumstances which they had been 
spared. the time of its composition 
was the first Crusade, when the cham- 
pions of the “Gsod ot love” demon- 
strated therr lovaltv to Him by 
wholesale massacres of Jews the 
and children were butchered in large 
numbers for the sole reason that they 
were jews. 


AS unknown survivor of the holo- 

caust gave vent to hs outraged 
leclings in this cry of the heart. He 
iS Stricken by the cruel fate which had 
overtaken his brethren, but even more 
so by the affront to God which the 
outrage denoted. He describes the 
murderers as “ His adversaries.” In 
praying that their monstrous deeds 
should not go unpunished, he really 


calls upon God to vindicate Himself 
as the Judge of mankind. The manner 
in which Jews had suffered to 
“ sanctify the Divine Name ” was stselt 
a “ profanation of the Divine Name.” 
and he looked to God to manifest His 
sovercigmty by bringing retribution 
upon the maletactors 

No sentiment of malice inspired the 
prayer or animates Jews who still offer 
it, Bound up with it is the perplexing 
problem of the conflict between belief 
in an omnipotent and righteous God 
and the triumph of evil m the world. 
Rabb: Dr. Leo Baeck has well written 
in this connection, “ Whoever con- 
siders himself secure in hus virtue, and 
looks down with prous eves upon that 
‘thirst for revenge. ready with some 
sharp critecising word, has surely little 
experience of the torture of a 
struggling soul. whose nroral faith-teels 
itself crushed beneath the heavy 
pressure of fact.”

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£200,000 LOAN TO UNITED SYNAGOGUE 


Funds for Building Projects 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The United Synagogue is, for the 
first time in its history, negotiating a 
loan to finance its programme of 


building and expansion. 

At a special meciing of the Council, 
held at Woburn House, London, on 
Thursday of last week, authorisation was 
iwen to the Uniuéd Synagogue 
Limited io borrow trom an imsurance 
company £200,000, repayable over a 
period of 25 years at an interest raic 
of five and a half per cent, and secured 
by a first’ morigage of residential and 
invesment properiics of the Unned 
Sy nagoguc 

The Hon. Ewen E. S. Momagu, C.B.E.. 
©.C.. President of the United Synagogue, 
who was in the chair, told the Council 
that the total cost of all their building 
schemes would amount to £1,129,000, 
but that the borrowed moncy would be 
used to finance only those projects which 
were considered essential and could not 
be carried out with the help of local 
re ources. 

In the report contain: the recom- 
mendation to authorise |t loan, the 
Executive Committee recalled the siatc- 
ment by the President in November, 
1954. that the capital resources of the 
United Synagogue were cxhausied and 
comidcration would have to be given 
to borrowing from outside sources, and 
that the Special Commiutice set up to 
inquire into the building policy of the 
United Synagogue had advised the Hon. 
Officers “to commence negotiations tor 
further finance’ with the United Syna- 
ogue bankers or with other banking

Properties Mortgaged 


The report stated that because of the 
“credit squeeze’ imposed by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, approaches 
to banks and various msurance companies 
had proved unsuccessful until—through 
the good offices of Mr. Frank Rossdale, 
onc of the Treasurers of the Untied 
Synagoguc—the Law Union and Rock 
Insurance Company Limiued had agreed 
to consider the granting of a Joan subject 
to the approval of the Capital Issues 
Commitice and to the pledge on the part 
of the United Synagogue to place with 
the comypany as much of their fire insur- 
ance business as possible. Permission 
by the Capital Issue Commiutice had been 
granted wih the proviso thal the nego- 
tiations for the advance be completed 
not later than May 1S. [This has now 
been extended for another month]. 

Immediately that consent was 
received.” the report stated, “the com- 
pany was asked to put in hand the 
necessary survey of the properties which 
it was proposed to offer as security. Those 
properties are for the most part the resi- 
dential properties owned by the United 
Synagoguc, and some other properties 
which have been held for a considerable 
time. No synagogue is being offered as 
security as this would not, m the Hon. 
Officers’ opimon, be appropriate, a view 
with which the Executive Committee 


concur. 

Of the ‘3 properties which are to be 
mortgaged as security, 37 are ministers’ 
houses, including also the private resi- 
dence of the Chief Rabbi in St. John's 
Wood. Among the other properties is 
Adler House, in the East End, the 
presem headquarters of the Beth Din. 
According to the terms of the proposed

properties might be substituted, by 
mutual consent, for those at present 
included in the mortgage list. 

The other terms of the agreement 
stipulate that the loan shall be repaid 
only by way of equal half-yearly imstal- 
menis of the capital-—-£4,000 each over 
a period of 25 years—and that the lenders 
could not call in the balance of the loan 
during the first 20 years. During the 
same period (20 years) the rate of interest 
of five and a half per cent on partial 
payment—in case of delay the rate would 
rise to six and a half per cent—could 
neither be reduced nor increased. 

Presenung the report and recom- 
mendation to the Council, the President 
said he wanted to scotch the rumours 
which were being spread by what he 
ironically called “various enthusiastic 
supporters of the Hon. Officers.” He 
categorically denied that the proposed 
loan would be utilised towards financing 
the Marble Arch Synagogue scheme. The 
building of the synagogue in Marble 
Arch, Mr. Montagu said, would be 
financed by the portable war damage 
payment of the Great Synagogue, Duke's 
Place. E.C.3, and by payments from local 
residents. The new Central and Si. 
John’s Wood Synagogues would also be 
built through the efforts. of their own 
members. “We would not dream,” the 
President declared, “of raising a loan 
to build synagogues in neighbourhoods 
which could afford to do so with their 
own local resources.” 

Mr. Montagu stated that the schemes 
which would be financed out of the loan 
were of the highest priority and that to 
some of them the United Synagogue had 
already been commiutied. They were the 
building schemes for synagogues in 
Edgware, Wembley, Chelsea, Welwyn 
Garden City, Finsbury Park (Woodberry 
Down), and Harold Hill; the first. stage 
in the building of a synagogue in Ilford 
(a class-room block): and the bu Iding 
of officials’ residences and class-rooms 
m Hammersmith and in Hampstead 
Garden Suburb. 


Neo Capital Resources 


Drawing the atiention of the Council 
io the fact that the Unued Synagogue 
had no capiial resources and, for the first 
ume, had to borrow a considerable sum 
of money im order to build new syna- 
gogues, Mr. Montagu said that etnher 
they must “do it in this way or remain 
static.” He was sure, he added, that 
no one on the Council would want them 
to remain static. They must provide 
the Jewish communities in the outlying 
districts of London with educational 
facilities and synagogues in order to 
preserve them for Judaism and also as a 
means for the United Synagogue to grow 
even stronger. 

In the debate, Mr. M. W. Domb. 
expressed the hope that the proposed 
new synagogues would differ to a great 
extent from the one being erected in 
Edgware. Its edifice, he said, was fre- 
quently feferred to as the “ cinema-

When Mr. L. Domb asked why 
ministers’ houses should be “the first 
to be sacrificed,” the President replied 
that no sacrifice was envisaged.

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belief and hope that this situation is 
improving, Representatives of the British 
Jewish community had the privilege of 
meeting Archbishop Rutshitsky and other 
ecclesiastical dignitaries when in July, 
1955, they visited this country as — 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury.

Similar heartening features of what 
may well be a fresh and forward looking 

licy is the permission given to a num- 

tr of Soviet citizens —now running into 
several hundreds—to join their relatives 
in Israel and thus enable many families 
to be reunited 

We would appeal to the Government 
of the Soviet Union to extend the 
possibilities of emigration to Israel for 
those Jews within the Soviet Union who 
may desire to do so cither because of 
family ties or because of Jewish national 
sentiment. 

The Jewish community of the United 
Kingdom also apnea's to the Govern- 
ment of the Soviet Union to proceed 
further with steps to enable the Jewish 
community in that country to resume tts 
full Jewish national life and Jewish 
activities. The Soviet Union has enabled 
many of its peoples within its borders 
to develoo their own national culture and 
national life. We look forward with ereat 
expectation to the possibility that Jews. 
too, may in the future be granied equal 
opportunities for such development. 


Plea for Religious Freedom 


We trust further that facilities will be 
given for the establishment of rabbinical 
colleges to train rabbis and teachers: 
the study of Hebrew, the language of 
prayer: the building of an adequate 
number of synagogues: the printing of 
prayer-books and religious literature : the 
observance of the dietary laws and other 
requirements of the Jewish religion. We 
look forward to the renewal of the pub- 
lishing of hooks, newspapers, and 
periodicals and generally to the provision 
of facilities of national sclif-expression in 
- held of Jewish religious and cultural 
ife. 

For the achievement of these purposes, 
it is essential that Jewish religious com- 
mumities in the U.S.S.R. should be in 
constant touch with one another and 
should therefore be allowed to organise 
themselves within a country-wide frame- 
work mm the same way as other religious 
communities in the U.S.S.R. 

Jews throughout the world are essen- 
tially a_ religious community, which 
depends to a large extent for the effective- 
ness of religious worship. study. and 
observance on the maintenance of the 
ties between rabbis and Jewish scholars 
in vafious countries. Facilities for the 
interchange of visits and inter-communi- 
cation in other ways would therefore 
ercatly strengthen the spiritual forces of 
Jewish life in the Soviet Union. 

In the course of history. countries, 
governments, and social systems have 
often been judged by the way in which 
they have treated Jewish communities in 
their midst. We are confident that such 
steps as have been suggested for the 
improvement and progress of Jewish 
religious, cultural, and national life in 
the Soviet Union would have a positive 
reaction on Jews and non-Jews the world 
over, tor whom it would be a significant 
manifestation of the friendlier atmosphere 
and the high hones for world peace which 
atiended and followed the meeting of the 
leaders of the Great Powers at Geneva 
last summer.

RELIGION AND ZIONIST SCHOOLS 
at Preachers’ Conference 


Chief Rabbi's Statement 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A statement of policy in regard to 
the Jewish day school plans of the 
Zionist Federation was made by the 
Chief Rabbi when he presided at 
the closing session of the Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers’ Conference on Thursday of 
last week at Woburn House, London. 
[A report of the earlier sessions of the 
conference appeared in our issue of 
last week.] 

A. paper on “Problems Affecting 
Jewish Day Schools ” was read by Rabbi 

Rosen, Principal of Carmel 
College. 


Rabbi Kopul Rosen said that some 
well-meaning Jewish persons had said to 
him: “ How can a child be educated to 
live in this country where his neighbours 
are non-Jewish, if the most impressionable 
years of bis life are spent in a wholly 
Jewish environment 7” Although the 
question appeared as a highly reasonable 
one, it was in fact based on faulty 
premises. The truth was that in the 
Jewish school harmful segregation was 
eliminated and a better-balanced person 
produced, and i was, paradoxically 
enough, in the general school that harm- 
ful segregation occurred. 


Ignorance of Judaism 


At present, said Rabbi Rosen, their 
community witnessed, in certain sections, 
the nowt of a generation not of Jews 
but of non-Christians of Jewish parentage, 
ignorant of all that made Jewishness a 
blessing and filled with an unexpressed 
resemment that they were diflerent—that 
they formed a group within a group. Was 
H not inevitable that this difference should 
be regarded by them as an undesirable 
burden without compensation, a source 
of continual friction ? The authentic Jew 
could and would mingle with his Chris- 
lian neighbours with confidence and 
dignity; the ignorant Jew (the non- 
Christian of Jewish parentage) was ill at 
case within himself, and though he craved 
to be accepted in Christian circles was 
m fact uncomfortable and awkward in 
their presence. 

Those who were trained in Jewish 
schools were not deprived of oppor- 
tunities for associating with non-Jews, he 
stated. Ther frends and associates 
during their school holidays would, of 
course, depend largely upon the circles 
m which their families moved, but 
university hfe and, to an even greater 
extent, their experiences during their com- 
pulsory military service would ensure that 
they met non-Jews of different types 
and from various stations. 

Rabbi Rosen referred specifically to the 
Jewish public school, because being resi- 
demial # had a specific contribution to 
make to Anglo-Jewish life. 

In the discussion the Rev. I. Living- 
stone said that his appreciation of Rabbi 
Rosen's paper did not mean that he 
agreed with him that in Jewish schools 
harmful segregation was eliminated. Nor 
did he think that integration meant 
assimilation in the exaggerated and 
deprecatory sense in which Jews used that 
word. He would even contend that there 
were many good things in the world 
about them which they could assimilate 
with good and not bad effects. “ Accept 
that which is good and true and praise- 
worthy from whatever source it may 
was sound rabbinic doctrine, he 
said, 


Development in the U.S.A. 


After Rabbi E. Newman, Rabbi G. Wul- 
wick, the Rev. J. H. Rockman, the Rev. 
Saul Amias, Rabbi P. Shebson, and Rabbi 
Dr. A. Melinek had spoken, Dr. I. Fish- 
man and Rabbi S. Z. Siegal (Jewish 
Chaplain to the American Forces in the 
U.K.) addressed the conference at the 
invitation of the Chief Rabbi, Rabbi Siegal! 
said that since the end of the war a great 
number of Jewish day schools had been 
established in the United States and that 
traditional Judaism was now on the 
up-grade as a result of those Jewish day 
schools and the yeshivot. 

The Chief Rabbi spoke of his attitude 
to the question of the Jewish day school 
and particularly in regard to the move 
on the part of the Zionist Federation to 
enter into the field of elementary Jewish 


education. He felt very strongly, he said, © 


that they had to emphasise 
dominantly religious character. 

He had received pledges from the Zionist 
Federation, Rabbi Brodie continued, that, 
as far as those schools were concerned, 
nothing would be done which would 
offend the scruples of any Orthodox Jews, 
and arrangements had been made that 
should there be any difficulty the matter 
would be referred to him and his would 
be the final decision. 

He had been, however, more than per- 
turbed when he had read the latest report 
of the Zionist Congress in Israel to find 
that a delegate had said that they should 
not be concerned merely with religious 
schools and that they must establish 
Hebrew Jewish day schools which had 
nothing at all to do with religious day 
schools.

Rabbi Hollander’s Views

Rab Dr. David Hollander, Presi- 
dent of the Rabbinical Council of 
America—the organisation consists of 
650 Orthodox rabbis of the United 
States, Canada, and the Central and 
South American  States—passed 
through London this week on his way 
hack from Israel to New York. 

During his short stay here he discussed 
with the Chiet Rabbi the details of his 
winerary in the Unrted States, where 
Rabbi Brodie is due to arrive next month, 
on the invitation of the Rabbinical 
Counc! 

Rabbi Hollander was a Mizrachi dele- 
gic at the Zionist Congress, and was 
present in Jerusalem during the mass 
demonstration of Orthodox Jews against 
the opening on Sabbath of the Industrial 
Exhibition in 

Twemy thousand Jews, Sephardi and 
Ashkenazi, turned out tn the streets from 
Mea Sh'arim to Rehava, in prayer 

the Israch Chief Rabbis, Rabbi 
and Rabbi Nissim. 

Despite the huge crowds, Rabbi Hol- 
lander told me, there had not been the 
sightest disturbance. “ and the spirit of 
the synagogue prevailed in the open 
streets.” “ It was a dignified demonstra- 
tion for the preservation of the sanctity 
of the Sabbath in the Holy Land,” he 
declared 


Lines of Demarcation 


Commenting. on the report in last 
week's Jewrsn CHRONICLE on the atti- 
tude of thé Rabbinical Council towards 
organisations in which the Conservative 
and Reform wings of Judaism in America 
are represenicd, Rabbi Hollander recalled 
that he bad for some years advocated 
the view that Orthodox rabbis could not 
belong to any rabbinical association of

Ihe American Jewish he 
explained, was unable in many instances 
to draw a drstinction beiween Orthodoxy 
and Conservative Judaism [which in the 
United States i a movement between 
Orthodoxy and Reform], and the existence 
of bodies rn which rabbis of both trends 
associated together added to the confu- 
son and further blurred the lines of 
demarcation 

“As a resuh.” he went on. “ we have 
lost tens of thousands of Orthodox wor- 
smppers io the Conservatives, for they 
thought that -the distinction was minor 
and, therefore. chosc the movement which 
was More convenient and jess exacting to 
them personally.” 

Rabbi Hollander siated that some 
weeks ago cleven of the greatest Orthodox 
rabbinical authorities in America had 
ssued a formal decree which barred 
Orthodox rabbis from belonging either 
to the New York Board of Rabbis (Ortho- 
dox, Conservative. and. Reform) or to 
the Synagogue Council of America, which 
comprised the synagogal and rabbinical 
bodies of all the three trends.

JACOB BERMAN'S 
RESIGNATION 


Polish Jews’ Anxiety 
By our Special Correspondent 


The resignation of Mr. Jacob Ber- 
man from his post of Vice-Premier 
in the Polish Government has come 


aS a Surprise, especially to Polish 
Jews. The feeling of surprise is 
reported to be mixed with a good deal 
of apprehension. Mr. Berman. one of 
the most influential figures in the 
Warsaw régime, was considered by 
Jews in Poland as the most determined 
member in the Government who 
fought every expression of anti- 
semitism in Poland 


According to reporis from Warsaw his 
departure from the Cabinet. accompanied 
as 1 Was with the dismissal also from the 
Politburo, has given rise to the fear that 
those who opposed Mr. Berman. and 
there were many, on account of his Jewish 
origin, may cxplou his resignation in a 
manner detrimental to the security of the 
Jewish population. For despite the severe 
Punishment agains; antisemitism provided 
by law in Poland today, anti-Jewish ten- 
dencies have not disappeared completely 
At the Congress of Polish Jews, held in 
Warsaw last month, there were numerous 
complaints that antisemitism was a long 
way from disappearing. 

In the meantime “confessions” of 

t mistakes mm fostering the cult of the 
individual during the Stalin cra continue 
to fill the columns of the Yiddish press 
in Poland. A significam confession reveal- 
ing the depth of servility to which 
some of the Jewish Communist leaders 
have sunk, is that of Michael Mirski, a 
prominent member of the Executive of 
the Jewish Social and Cultural Associa- 
tion, the leading organisation now domin- 
ating Jewish life in Poland. 


Abject Confession 


Ai the time of the “ doctors’ plot,”’ Mr. 
Mirski published. a month before Stalin's 
death, an article in the Nowr Droat, the 
official party organ, cxplaining the con- 
nection between the “ plot and Zionism. 
Now, affer the change in Moscow, Mr. 
Mirski, in an article in the Warsaw 
FOLKESTIMME, tries to whetewash himsclf 
and blame Beria for his mistakes. While 
clinging blindly to his anti-Zionrst line, 
he admits that his accusation against the 
doctors was a mistake. lt was Beria, he 
says, who had misused his trust both in 
Communism and in the Soviet Union 
“1 am,” he says, “ the moral victim and 
I would like to wipe off my sins. I have 
since suffered great pain and this | take 
as punishmen; meted out to me, the tragic 


‘Victim of a misplaced trust and faith.” 


The article which is apparently a reprint 
of Mr. Mirski’s public confession at the 
recent Congress of Polish Jews, was given 
special prominence in the Yiddish press. 
it was linked up. as was to be expected, 
with the 20th Party Congress in Moscow 
last February. and Mr. Mirski referred 
to the changes which had taken place 
since Stalin's death, which have obviously 
also influenced him to make this abject 


‘confession. 


In regard to Zionism, however, Mr. 
Mirski declares that no change 1s possible 
“The ideological. political features of 
Zionism, and my attitude to that move- 
ment. remain unaltered.” he said. “ Essen- 
tially.” he adds. “ Zionism remains what 
Marxism-Leninism described it to be 50 
years ago. At the present moment Zionist 
policy endangers the very sovereignty of 
Israel and also the peace in the Middle 
East. 

The confession was apparently made 
before the Moscow statement on the 
Middle East. issued on the eve of the visit 
of the Russian leaders to Britain. Kt 1s, 
therefore. qutic likely that Mi Mirske 
may soon have to withdraw at least some 
of these hostile remark on Zionism, and 
perhaps make another abject confession.

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FRENCH ANTI-ZIONISTS TO AID ISRAEL 
Fellow-Travellers Disillusioned By Moscow

A strong tide of Opinion in favour of active support for the State of 
Israel is running among the thousands of extreme Lelt-wing Jews 
who, until quite recently, regarded themselves as staunch anti-Zionists and 
who constitute the most numerous, most dynamic, and best-organised 
section of the Yiddish-speaking immigrant population in Paris. 

Tangible expression to the new trend was given at a congress last 
week-end of the Communist-led Union des Sociétés Juives de trance, 
representing 5000 members of Jewish mutual benefit societies and 


landsmanschaften. The Union unani- 
mous!y adopted a resolution—it would 
have been unthinkable a year ago — 
proclaiming ~ the inauguration of a 
campaign of direct aid to Israel for 
sodal welfare constructive 
purposes. in testimony of our sym- 
pathy for the peaceful development 
of the State of Israel.”

UNDERLYING ISSUES AT THE CONGRESS 


Zionism’s Fight for Existence 
From RICHARD YAFFE 


(The Jewish CHronicLe Correspondent at the United Nations) 


JERUSALEM 


As Mr. Joseph Sprinzak, the President, banged his gavel for the last 
time at the 24th World Zionist Congress, at which he was the elected 


‘President, and 50 exhausted and cold delegates sang Hatikvah, it was 


clear that the gathering, described as an emergency one, represented as 
much an emergency in Zionism itself as in Israel. 

Neither the speeches nor the resolutions made any attempt to hide 
the fact that the 50-year-old Movement was fighting a rearguard battle for 


existence, not only in the Diaspora 
but in the State of Israel itself. 

This was the real meaning of Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann’s statement last 
Saturday night decrying Israel's cool- 
ness toward Zionism. Referring to the 
fact that Israeli officials had repeatedly 
Stressed the importance of Israel's 
sovereignty, Dr. Goldmann stated that 
it was not the case that Zionism was 
attempting to interfere with the State's 
sovereignty but that the State was for- 
getting that it represented only a step 
towards the fulfilment of Herzl's 
dream and not its culminating point. 
While recognising the State’s desire for 
normalcy from a national point of 
view, Dr. Goldmann declared that this 
was impossible while only a small 
section of the Jewish people lived in 
Israel. 

But although Mr. 
expressed Israel's deep concern for the 
Diaspora, it was apparent to me, after a 
five-year absence from this country, that 
a great change has taken place in the 
attthtude of Israelis to Jews abroad, and 
the principle of “ negation of the Gola ™ 
seems to have become interpreted as a 
negation of people in the Gola. 

fopes of mass immigration from the 
West. particularly from America, seem 
to have been written off here, and Israelis 
are apparenily resigned to. remaining 
merely the recipients of pushka (blue- 
box) Zionism. The Western visitor finds 
himself constantly on the defensive as 
Israchs tend to blame Whitchall and 
Washingtop/for what they consider to be 
the change of attitude towards Israel on 
ihe part of Jews in Britain and America. 


Sharett, in reply. 


Dr. Goldmann, who was by far the 
most outstanding at the Con- 
gress and the o likely candidate for 
the presidency, was blunt about this atti- 
tude, because the deepening indifference 
towards Zionism flowing from Israel 
could constitute the most powerful and 
perhaps a lethal blow against the entire 
world Movement. 


But while Dr. Goldmann made pointed 
remarks about Isracl herself, he did not 
spare cither the East or the West from 
criticism. He was equally unequivocal 
about Zionism’s situation in the Diaspora, 
particularly m the U.S.A. and the Soviet 


Union. He described Jewish life in 
America as “a beautiful facade ” empty 
of content. In his references to Russia 


he went out of his way to praise the 
Soviet laws outlawing antisemitism, but 
asked what good they were when the 
Soviet Governmem was pursuing a policy 
of denying Jews the right to pursue their 
own culture, foster an appreciation of the 
Hebrew language, and to publish their 
own newspapers. That policy, he pointed 
out, would result in Judaism dying in the 
Soviet Union, alben slowly. 

On Zionism’s relationship with Russia, 
it was interesting to note that whatever 
anti-Soviet feeling ecxisted—and it was 
great—deliberations on this issue were dis- 
cussed in commitices and not on the 
floor of the assembly due to Dr. Gold- 
mann’s isisience. the political resolu- 
tion, calling on the Soviet Union to allow 
Jews who wished to do so to emigrate 
was the mildest in tone of recent years, 
showing the influence of Dr. Goldmann’s 
moderating counsel. Instead of the cus- 
tomary sharp attacks on Russia, the 
resolution pointed approvingly to the

The table waiter 
and the bedroom steward expect from 
first-class passengers 10s. to 20s. . per 
person each week. So a couple, on the 
average, will give cach of those helpful 
men a minimum of £2 and a maximum 
of £4 for the fortmight’s trip. Tourist- 


class passengers should halve these 
amounts. If the bedroom stewardess 
helps you to any great extent, a tip of 


10s. first-class or Ss. tourist-class at the 
end of the trip will be found to be 
acceptable: but generally speaking it is 
the bedroom steward—known as _ the 
B.R.S.—who does most of the work in 
one’s cabin, and one might not even 
sce a stewardess the whole voyage. 


The price 


If you are running a wine bill, an 
additional 10 per cent its 
when it is finally presented: if you pay 
on the spot for your drinks, tip a few 
pence when you receive them. Bear in 
mind that the pence mount up to a large 
sum by the end of the voyage. 

Odd amounts of five shillings, half- 
crowns, and florins distributed to the 
librarian, saloon stewards, page-boys, and 
anyone clse who has given you personal 
service will be received cheerfully.

While, of course, this was a 
charter flight. the costs of which cannot 
be fairly compared wiih a regular line 
service, it does give an indication of 
the ever-lowering costs of air travel.”

recent Soviet changed attitude, and 
expressed the hope that the changes 
might also produce a more favourable 
attitude to Russian Jews and Zionism, 

It was also noteworthy that the delc- 
gates from the Centre to the Right parties 
did not challenge Dr. Goldmann's 
declaration of neutrality for the Jewish 
people, which stated: “ Jewish people, 
aS a people, have only one tnicrest—to 
secure the survival of our people; a 
survival which ts not linked to any par- 
uicular social sysiem.” 

Ihe failure of Western Jewry, con- 
stantly assailed by the fear: of being 
accused of dual loyalties, effectively to 
challenge this assertion, Dr. Goldmann 
added, was indicative of the deep con- 
cern which had been expressed that Israc! 
was being used as a pawn in the struggle 
between the East und West Powers for 
supremacy in the Medierranean areca 

Dr. Goldmann’s dream of a unified 
World Ziontsit Organisation was unful- 
filled because of Cherut’s jingoistic and 
belligerent attitude at the Congress. 

Most other delegates did not share Dr. 
Goldmann’'s despondency at the failure to 
include Cherut in the Agency representa- 
tion. They averred that tt was better so. 
because the elimination of the most out- 
spoken anti-Arab and anti-Soviet activisis 
from the leadership of the Ziontst body 
would help not only the world Movement 
but assist Israel's own attempts to secure 
peace in the Middle East and to bring 
about aliya from the Soviet Union, 


Party Bargaining 


As inthe majority of Zionist Con- 
gresses the most important work was 
done behind closed doors, and the mos 
importamt decisions arrived at after party 
bargaining. Many important probicms 
remained unsolved, including the fuiure 


of the religious education, culture, and 


information department. After the com- 
mittee considering the matter had resolved 
that duplication be ended by consolidat- 
ing parallel! religious lay and religious 
departments in the Agency, the Mizrachi 
and Hapoel Hamuizrachi representatives 
their organisations control the religious 
department—-walked out protest. 
Nothing came of this defection, however. 
and the matter was quietly buried among 
other dead issues marked “referred jo 
Actions Committee.” 

The final session lasted all night, until 
8 a.m., leaving the tired, shivering 
delegates trying to keep warm in the 
draughiy, unfinished Convention Centre 
with cups of lukewarm tea and coffee to 
keep up their spirits. Groups of people 
sang Hebrew. Yiddish, and other songs 
to cheer them up. 

One of the reasons for the extended 
session was the failure of the party 
leaders to reach a decision both on the 
Agency's size and composition. Dr. 
Goldmann had wanted twelve members 
to be elected—the final figure was 17 

It was a mark of Dr. Goldmann’s 
ability and statesmanship that he was 
chosen for the presidency of the World 
Zionist Movement almost unanimously, 
in spite of his adherence, for reasons of 
form, to the tiny Progressive Party. Cer- 
tainly no one could accuse him of bemg 
the tool of the General Zionists, Mapai. 
or the religious Zionists. He seems to 
be the only personality capable of hold- 
ing Zionism together in face of. party 
strife within the organisation, the growing 
Jewish indifference to the Movement, 
which began with the creation of the 
State and has been growing rapidly ever 
since, and the political pressures from 
both East and West. Whether he wil! 
succeed, only time will tell, Some of 
the more pessimistic delegates expressed 
the belief that this would be the last 
Zionist Congress. Others, slightly less 
gloomy in theit prognostications, con- 
sidered that the next Congress——its silve: 
jubilee—would be the final. onc. 
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SHAVUOT 


SINCE the Festival of Passover, the Season 
of our Freedom, we have been solemnly 
counting the Days of the Omer in our pro- 
gress towards the Festival of Shavuot, the 
Season of the Giving of our Law. With 


the numbering of our seven weeks completed, 


we shall on Tuesday evening next inaugurate 
the Feast of Weeks. The deliverance of 
our people from Egypt, as recorded in the 
Bible, will then have reached its destined 
consummation with their acceptance of the 
Torah at Sinai. In every synagogue on 
Wednesday next the assembled congregation 
will listen to the reading of those sublime 
chapters from the Book of Exodus which 
contain the Ten Commandments and the 
awe-inspiring account of how the Divine 
Law was revealed to Israel for the eternal 
guidance of mankind, Once again we shall 
renew our loyalty to the world-wide religious 
mission which we have inherited from that 
generation at Sinai. 


In this historic year of the Tercentenary, 
we of this present generation in Anglo-Jewry 
must teel an added sense of pride and of 
responsibility as we contemplate our glorious 
heritage. Her Majesty THE QUEEN, who is 
the gracious Patron of our Tercentenary 
commemoration, has declared of her Jewish 
subjects that “their loyalty and: devotion 
to the Crown are matched only by their 
attachment to the faith of their forefathers.” 
It is indeed a conspicuous feature of most 
ol our synagogues that, on either hand of 
the Ark with the sacred Scrolls, on the one 
side are inscribed the Ten Commandments 
and on the other side the prayer for THe 
QuEEN and the Royal Family. The hallowed 
associations of freedom and law, which this 
Festival brings home to us, are likewise 
inherent in the way of life cherished by 
Britain and by all truly civilised nations. 
Hence it 1s that our Sovereigns at their 
Coronation promise to “ maintain the Laws 
of God,” and that the Presipent of the 
United States, when he takes the oath at his 
Inauguration, places his hand upon a copy 
of the Ten Commandments. 


An eminent Anglican theologian, Dr. 
A. R. ViIDLER, in a recent book entitled 
“Christian Behef and This World,” stresses 
the lasting importance of the Ten Command- 
ments for these contemporary times. He 
notes that they used to be displayed—as they 
still are in our synagogues—on the east wall 
of most parish churches, so as to look every-" 
one in the face. In 1847 BENJAMIN DiISRAELI 
wrote, “Over every altar in the Christian 
Church we find the tables of the Jewish 
Law.’ Nowadays, however,’ complains 
Dr. Viper, “the rules directing the use of 
the Ten Commandments are commonly 
disregarded, and little is seen or heard of 
them either in or out of church. The copies 
ot the Decalogue that used to be displayed 
on the east wall of our churches have either 
disappeared or been removed to the belfry 
or some other part of the building.” The 
disastrous consequences of such neglect of 
the Ten Commandments are emphasised by 
this Christian teacher, who expounds their 
undying worth for all men and nations. 


It devolves upon British Jewry unremit- 
tingly to maintain its own spiritual con- 
tribution to the common weal. In this 
way our community can impart into the 
national life something of that fragrance 
and loveliness which are symbolised by the 
flowers that decorate our synagogues at this 
spring-time Festival. Internal strife and 
bitter polemics ill accord with the message 
proclaimed by Sinai. Rabbinic lore stresses 
the true significance of this occasion. While 
the lordly mountains of Hermon and Carmel 
and Lebanon were loud in dispute—each 
one enunciating its own exclusive claim to 
privilege-——the Divine splendour rested upon 
none of them. The voice of God was heard 
instead upon Sinai, situated in the desert 
which was common and accessible to all 
men. Strife and contention among the 
Israelites ceased when they stood together 
at the foot of Sinai; and because of the 
lellowship and harmony which existed 
among them they were fit and qualified to 


receive the Torah, which was to teach the 
world the ways of peace and brotherhood. 


This selfsame Torah has constituted 
throughout all generations the title-deed 
of our people's existence. Just three 
centuries ago, ANTONIO FERNANDEZ (other- 


wise ABRAHAM ISRAEL) CARVAJAL was freed © 


from the bondage of being a Marrano and 
became the proud leader of the newly estab- 
lished Anglo-Jewish community. And 
CARVAJAL showed himself well aware of the 
universal and world-embracing message of 
the Torah. He was observed by an 
astonished priest—who later duly reported 
it to the Inquisition—to be openly practis- 
ing Judaism in his London home. But what 
astonished the priest much more was to 
receive CaRVAJAL’S repeated handshakes 
accompanied by these words, “ Although I 
am a Jew, we shall all meet in heaven.” 
What a noble example for us all of the 
practice of the Torah, whose ways are ways 
of pleasantness and all whose paths are 
peace! 


SIGMUND FREUD 

WORLD-WIDE commemorations have been 
held this week in honour of the centenary 
of the birth of SiGmunp Freup.' By 
universal consensus his name has been 
acclaimed as that of one of the supreme 
master-thinkers of modern times. Indeed, 
he and Apert EINSTEIN would, in the 
general estimation, be placed pre-eminent 
among those scientists whose revolutionary 
discoveries have exerted the most profound 
and widespread influence upon the contem- 
porary development of haoman thought. The 
Jewish people is entitled to take rightful 
pride in having produced and nurtured such 
giant thinkers who contributed so magnifi- 
cently to the advancement of knowledge and 
to man’s understanding of himself and the 
universe. FREUD and EINSTEIN collaborated 
with each other in work for the Hebrew 
University and for the promotion of world 
peace—causes in which they were both 
inspired by the traditions of their Jewish 
inheritance. The attachment of Freup to 
his people was most conspicuously shown by 
his devoted adherence to the B'nai B'rith 
fellowship, which particularly appealed to 
him through the broad tolerance and noble 
generosity of its ideals. Although religious 
believers cannot but feel antagonised by 
much of Freup’s teaching, yet even they 
must admire his moral courage and intel- 
lectual honesty. There was something 
intensely and intrinsically Jewish in his 
search for unity and harmony amid life's 
discords ; in his combination of those intel- 
lectual and ethical insights which produce 
a truly integrated human personality ; in his 
challenge to prejudice and in his single- 
minded pursuit of truth. It is particularly 
gratifying for Anglo-Jewry to recall his life- 
long admiration for England and English 
ideals of tolerance and freedom. In the 
evening of his life he found sanctuary in 
this happy land, whose citizens now delight 
to honour his memory. 


MYSTERY OF A DATE 


AN interesting speculation is contained in 
Dr. Ceci. Rorn’s remarks in his lecture 
last week (reported in our last issue) on 
“ The Resettlement of the Jews in England, 
1656." Dr. Rorn claims to have found a 
solution to a mystery which, he declares, has 
baffled Anglo-Jewish historians for years: 
whether any formal decision was made by 
the Council of State under CROMWELL 
authorising Jewish public worship in England 
after MANASSEH BEN ISRAEL had presented his 
famous petition. There has been no evidence 
up to now of any such formal decision, and 
indeed, this year’s Tercentenary celebrations 
of the Resettlement have had no pivotal 
point (other than the year itself) just because 
of this lack of a precise date. If Dr. Rotn 
has now discovered an exact date for so 
historic a moment, then history will owe 
him a tribute. The result announced, how- 
ever, seems to depend rather more on 
deduction than upon actual evidence, the 
key piece, according to the historian himself, 
having been destroyed. The petition bears 
a number of endorsements, including one by 
CROMWELL, from which one may trace its 
receipt and further handling, until we reach 
the one, by the Lord President's Gentleman, 
showing that it had been “delivered” (as 
Dr. Roru explains it, “ returned”) to the 
petitioners on June 26, 1656. From this Dr. 
Rotu deduces that it had been considered 
by the Council on June 25, and on the 
evidence that he has he believes that on that 


day a favourable decision was reached. 
Unfortunately, however, the minutes for 
that day in the Council's Order Book have 
since been torn out, and probably, therefore, 
destroyed. (Dr. Rorn is convinced they 
have been destroyed, but, in the absence of 
absolute evidence, there is a remote chance 
that the pages are still lying elsewhere.) 
Against Dr. Rorn’s conclusion, however, 
still stands MANASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S own 
despondent feeling later that year that his 
mission had failed—although, of course, his 
despondency might have been brought about 
by the knowledge of the destruction of the 
record. If so, it is curious that no mention 
has ever been made before of this, for surely 
it would have been known at the time. In 
support of Dr. Rorn’s deduction, one 
could say that it is hardly conceivable that, 
if a formal decision was reached, it could 
have been unfavourable, as otherwise the 
Jewish community would not have been 
allowed to continue unmolested or, indeed, 
have been given open sanction for Jewish 
worship so soon afterwards. Perhaps one 
day the missing pages will turn up, and then 
we shall know for certain. 


SABBATH-BREAKING 


AMONG the things which soon strike every 
visitor to Israel, especially the Jewish visitor, 
is the impressive way in which the Israelis 
observe the Sabbath. The sanctity of that 
day is guaranteed by law and respected by 
the majority of even the non-religious por- 
tion of the community. It is thus with regret 
that we read of the unbecoming manner in 
which certain religious Jews in Haifa— 
many of them, as is seen from our picture 
on another page, in their tallitim—broke 
into the grounds of the Industrial Fair held 
in that town in an attempt to prevent the 
exhibition remaining open on a Saturday. 
No Jew would ever wish to prevent the 
religious from observing the sanctity of the 
Sabbath Day. In fact, even such secular 
writers as BIALik, and many others far 
removed from Orthodoxy, have always sup- 
ported the religious leaders in Israel in their 
endeavour to make the Sabbath a day of 
rest guaranteed by the law of the land. It 
is therefore strange indeed that in Haifa the 
very guardians of the Sabbath, no matter 
how provoked they felt, should have become 
responsible for its disturbance. Stranger still 
is the fact that the Deputy Minister for 
Religious Affairs should be among the 
thousands of demonstrators involved in a 
clash with the police which caused injury 
to at least 30 people, 20 of them policemen. 
What a spectacle this must have presented 
on a Sabbath day! The closing of the 
synagogues the following Sabbath, and the 
prayers in the street, organised in protest 
against the Haifa Exhibition authorities, for- 
tunately passed without untoward incident. 
Much more respect will be paid to orderly 
protests than violent ones which commit the 
very sin they are directed against. It is surely 
wrong to organise angry demonstrations and 
try to enforce observance on reluctant people 
by means of sticks and stones. Israel is now 
in the ninth year of its existence as a modern 
and civilised State, and it is high time that 
all its citizens, including the zealots, realised 
that in a well-ordered society even such 
serious issues as the observance of the 
Sabbath can and should be settled by 
application to the law.

WHILE men ardently pursue political 
objectives and often become so politically 
minded as to get thoroughly lost in theoretical] 
speculation, women, on the other hand, are 
usually of necessity forced to take a more 
practical view of the art of living. Thus,

The Prophet. By SHotem ASCH.

For his 
depiction ot Isaiah s man of 
sorrows, with blood pouring from 
hic wounds. would seem to be a 
eeference to Jesus, and is this 


Messiah who 1s to link all nations 
in umiversal brotherhood. 

Fyven if one cannot accept this 
idea. one would have expected the 
prophet himself to be a dominating 
character. but the author has made 
him neither real hor moving. He is 
» vowe rather than a. person; a 
mouthpiece rather than an individual. 
kt is true that a prophet 1s by his very 
nature a lonely figure; but Moses, 
greatest prophet of all, was still a 
personality with a sympathetic under- 
sanding of mankind. This second 
isaiah is simply a vehicle of symbolic 
expression. He warns the people but 
he is not one of them; he lacks the 
human touch, 

Biblical Narrative 

But if he fails in his portrayal of the 
central figure, Sholem Asch succeeds 
magnificently in that historical survey 
of which he is a past master. He takes 
certain liberties with the Biblical 
narrative. -both the death of 
Belshazzar and the episode of Daniel 
in the lions’ den are placed out of 
lume-—-but these minor inaccuracies do 
not detract from the grandeur of his 
account of the era, He is at his best 
m the crowd scenes—the labour 
camps. the heathen temple-orgies, the 
busting market-place--which have 
all the sweep of the modern Cinerama. 
and to which only the superlatives of 
the film world can do ample justice. 
Not a litth of the impact of these 
descnptions is due to the brilliant 
iranslation of Arthur Super, through 
which the period springs to life as 
hough it were the present.

ROOK BRIEFS 
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AKDAMUT: A SHAVUOT STUDY 


N the celebration of a festival 

crowned with fragrant sym- 

bolism, the tuneful chanting of 
Akdamut before the prescribed 
Scriptural reading on the first dav 
of Shavuot occupies a most 
honoured position. The award of 
such signal distinction to a mystical 
poem in Aramaic by an author 
comparatively unknown in Hebrew 
classical literature has given rise to 
much conjecture among students 
of our liturgy. It is the only poem, 
despite the liturgical contributions 
of R. Eleazar Kaliri and Solomon 
Gabirol and many others, to be 
allowed to interrupt or to postpone 
the reading from the Torah which 
has been taken out of the Ark and 
iS NOW awaiting recital. Is the 
choice of Akdamut an example of 
the Talmudic dictum that “ every- 
thing depends on mazzal, even the 
Sefer Torah jn the Ark.” or is it due 
to some more weighty reasons ? 


Chazan in Worms 


As seen from the acrostic skilfully 
woven into the text of the poem itself, 
as well as from its original conclu- 
sion, the author was R. Meir b. Isaac 
Nehorai. a townsman and contem- 
porary of Rashi. The name Nehorai 
is One which usually accompanied the 
name Meir. both of which mean “to 
ilumine.” In the Talmud (Erubin 
13b), R. Meir is designated as Nechorai. 
It is quite possible that he was one 
of the teachers of Rashi. for that 
master of Biblical and Talmudic 
commentators refers to him several 
times in most respectiul terms. 
R. Meir occupied the position of 
Chazan in Worms. and. lke most 
learned Readers of his day. he 
enriched the prescribed services with 
metrical compositions of his own. The

Akdamut was one of several piyvutim 
which R. Meir composed, and was 
intended to serve as an elaborate intro- 
duction to the public recital ef the 
Decalogue about to follow. 

Ihe choice of Akdamut as the 
herald of the Ten Commandments 
may be due to the tragedy which 
surrounded him and his family at the 
end of his days on earth. For they 
died al hiddush haShem as martyrs 
of the First Crusade in 1096. It was 
felt that a fitting honour to such holy 
hving and holy dying would be to erect 
the Akdamut as his monument. It is 
interesting to note that although the 
poem was read in other communities, 
his own home town of Worms omitted 
it as well as the long Roll of Martyrs 
who died as victims of the Crusades 
[his omission might have been due 
40 the fear that local enemies of the 
House of Israel would regard such 
recitals as pledges of vengeance on 
their persecutors, and thus be an 
cacuse for further attacks. 


A Mystical Hymna 


The exact place of R. Meir’s burial 
iS Shrouded in obscurity. Not all 
scholars agree that he was laid to rest 
in Worms. Iwo other conjectures 
prevail. One is that he had fled from 
persecution to find asylum in Lublin 
where he ended his days. According 
to others, he 1s to be identified with 
R. Mer Baal Hanes, who is buried 
in Tiberias on a hill overlooking the 
reputed grave of Maimonides. 

Akdamut is a mystical hymn of 90 
verses arranged m alphabetical order, 
every other couplet beginning with 
another letter of the alphabet, and 
each line ending with the syllable fa. 
lt os divided into two parts; the first 
pours out lavish praises of God as 
Creator of a world of ethereal loveli 
ness. offers peans of praise to the 
Ministering Angels, and gratitude for 
the choice of Israel as bearers of 
the Torah The second part takes 
the form of a discussion between the 
House of Israel and the nations of the 
world which have attacked them 


throughout the long night of their 
exile. This acrimonious controversy 
is no doubt a forcible echo of the 
public discussions between Jewish 
converts to Christianity and repre- 
sentative rabbis arranged by royalty 
and the Church in medieval times, the 
maim aim of which was to confute the 
rabmis in argument and thus bring 
about the forcible conversion of Jews 
to the dominant faith. If the Akdamut 
be regarded in this light, it might 
provide another reason:for its having 
been awarded the place of honowr on 
the first day of Shavuot. 

The poem concludes with the 
triumphant assertion of the House of 
Israel that, despite the blandishments 
of the powerful, hostile nations to 
entice the Jew away from his faith 
and to mingle among the nations on 
equal terms, the House of Israel will, 
come what may. wait patiently for 
salvation, for redemption, and for the 
physical and spiritual glornes which 
will be the portion of the faithful in 
the Messianic Age. The punishment 
meted out to Isracls enemies will fit 
their crime, for the tortures to be 
accorded to them will be in relative 
proportion to the pleasures to be 
enjoyed by the Israelites. 


Exclusion from Sephardi Ritual 


It is significant to note that although 
the poem was composed before 1096, 
it was not until a century ago that 
it was first put by Gabriel Falk into 
a Hebrew version. It curious 
that the Sephardi ritual contains no 
vestige of Akdamut, perhaps because 
of its Aramare form. It will be borne 


in mund that the Kaddish is recited 
in its Hebrew translation by the 
Sephardim. Since Falk's version, 
several other translators have tried 
their hand at and in the 
Machzorim printed in Israel _ the 
Hebrew version is often found. 


Akdamut is still awaiting its version 
in English, and it is an omission which 


meght be rectified in the next 
editions of the Adler-Davis Mach- 
7zormm Being mystical in its reter- 


ences, and with many coprous allusions 
to the Zohar and Cabbelistic Mera- 
ture, the poem has given birth to 
many commentaries, most of them as 
mystical as their teat, 

Perhaps another reason for the 
chowe of Akdamut may be the tunc 
to which it has been wedded. No onc 
who has heard it feelingly chanted 
is ever likely to forget its haunting 
melody. The story 1s told of a certam 
Chazan in Worms who poured out 
his heart so feelingly at its recitation 
that he breathed his last with the con- 
cluding stanza. According to some 
medieval Jewish chronicles. this 
tragic sequel was the cause for us 
omission in Worms, the city of the 
author. 


Two Groups of Melodies 


According to Francis L. Cohen, one 
who spoke with authority on all 
musical renderings of the liturgy. the 
tune to which the poem is wsually 
recited belongs to two groups of 
melodies. The first is a chant used 
also for the calling up of the Bride- 
grooms of the Law on Simchat Torah 
—the tune is an interesting cxample of 
the tonality of much of the older 
recitative music of the synagogue. The 
other traditional melody is of much 
later origin, generally belheved to be 
the composition of a Chazan in 
Germany in the eighteenth century, 
Francis Cohen is of the opinion that 
the nigun composed by Mombach 
(1813 to 1880) (for 52 years chorr- 
master of the Great Synagoguc) 1s one 
of the finest of its kind. Ht should 
be noted that most of the music sung 
in the Ashkenazi synagogues of the 


’ British Commonwealth was composed 


by this master of sacred melodies. 

In Karo’s Shulchan Arukh (Orach 
Chayim $494) we read of the excep- 
tions taken by some eminent rabbhenic 
authorities against the  prevaient 
practice of reciting the Akdamut after 
the first verse of the Scriptural portion 
(Exodus xix) had been read Not only 
is such an interruption a slight agarnst 
the Torah, they argue, but a further 
lends the inmypression that the poem is 
actually written in the Scroll of the 
Law. Though this was not actually 
an infringement of the din. com-

HILE the danger to Israel 
of political and diplomatic 
isolation has frequently 
been stressed, especially in relation 
to its eflect on the countrys 
military powers, the extent of her 
mental and physical isolation has 
been less clearly understood either 
in Israel or abroad. And yet this 
isolation may be even’ more 
dangerous to the, ultimate well- 
being of the State than the lack of 


treaties with the Great Powers, 
which is the subject of constant 
complaint 

The fact that Israeci is surrounded 


on three sides by hostile neighbours 
and on the fourth by the sea is having 


‘a depressing effect on .the outlook of 


Israelis to which the country’s leaders 
have -succumbed no less than the 
people. On returning to Israel for a 
short visit after five vears | found the 
people more introverted, more closed 
in. on themselves, more defiantly 
defensive. more unrealistic m_ their 
appreciation of what was happening 
in the big world outside their res- 
tricted borders. It seemed as though 
the old hated ghetto walls had 
reappeared, insecurely protecting 
them from an attack which was always 
imminent. and at the same tme 
forcing them to rely on their own 
devices for defence as well as for their 
cultural and economic well-being. 


Years of Tension 
It would, indeed, be surprising if 


“these-vears of constant tension on the 


frontiers. of austerity and suspense. 
had not left a mark on the population. 
But in considering this aspect it must 
not be overlooked whence the popula- 
tion came. These are not immigrants 
with generations of freedom behind 
them. Nine-tenths of the population 
have themselves lived at some time 
in a form of ghetto, either in Eastern 
Europe, or North Africa, or the Arab 
countries, and if not they. then their 
parents. The number of fully free- 
horn is remarkably few and it takes 
time to cast off the mental habits of 
centuries, even in a Jand of the free.

Nasser would not hehtly take the risk 
of becoming involved in a war with 
Israel. one Cabinet Minister told me 
that | was a victim of British propa- 
ganda and another said that the only 
thing which we had in common in our 
respective appreciations of the situa- 
tion was our criticism of Israeli public 
relations. Despite the fact that the 
country is virtually cut off from. the 
main stream of thought in the world. 
it was constantly impressed on me 
that the Israclis understood precisely 
their position. and, although they 
never talk to an Arab, they knew 
exactlh)h how Arab minds’ were 
working. 

It seemed that the mental 
attitude of the people had chaneed 
a lot since the days when the first 
question a stranger was asked was:

“What do vou think of Israel?’ 
Today there is greater self-confidence 
but, at the same time, an insularity 
which imphes that the people are no 
longer very interested in what 
foreigners think about> them. This 
athtude could produce an ignorance 
of foreign ‘public opinion which 
might become serious. Ihe effects 
abroad, for instance, of retaliatory 
raids are discounted, and | was 
regarded with almost hostile incred- 
ulity when | suggested that the theory 
was generally accepted in Britain that 
there was a direct relationship between 
the Gaza raid of February, 1955, and 
olone! Nasser's successful request to 
the Soviet bloc tor the supply of arms 
[here 1s a lack of a balanced public 
opinion regarding the Egypt of today 
and, somewhat paradoxically. 1 found 
on several occasjons that it was left 
to me to say that | appeared to have 
a far higher opimon of the Israeli 
Army's ability to defend itself against 
the Arabs than had the Isracis them- 


selves. In this connection tt is worth 
remembering that in the War of 
Independence the only Arab army 


which gave a-consistentiy good account 
of itself was the Arab Legion. which, 
at that time, was British officered 
The casual way in which foreign 
public opinion js treated is particularly 
noticeable in regard to Jewish opinion 
in the Diaspora. it has frequently 
been observed that representatives of 
Jewish newspapers in Israel are treated 
with less care than those representing 
non-Jewish papers. Virtually no 
serious attempt 1 made to exchange 
opinions with the Diaspora. the 
visitor's primary function in the Israeli 
view being to impress upon the 
communities abroad that their main 
rOle is to act as a milch cow for the 
supply of funds. Mr. Sharett was 
right when he insisted that “ the 
Zionist Congress is not a Court of 
Appeal from the Knesset, nor is it a 
second chamber in which the policies 


of the Israeli Government can be 
brought up for discussion with a view 
to final adjudication. Isracl is 


sovereign. and the approval given by 


the Knesset to the proposals and 
decisions of its Government is final.” 
Nevertheless, this does not mean that 
the Diaspora should suffer taxation 
(albeit voluntary) without a form of 
representation regarding the manner in 
which its aid is employed

In this historic year of the Tercentenary, 
we of this present generation in Anglo-Jewry 
must feel an added sense of pride and_ of 
responsibility as we contemplate our glorious 
heritage. Her Majesty THe QueeEN, who is 
the gracious Patron of our .Tercentenary 
commemoration, has declared of her Jewish 
subjects that “their loyalty and: devotion 
to the Crown are matched only by their 
attachment to the faith of their forefathers.” 
It is indeed a conspicuous feature of most 
ol our synagogues that, on either hand of 
the Ark with the sacred Scrolls, on the one 
side are inscribed the Ten Commandments 
and on the other side the prayer for THE 
QUEEN and the Royal Family. The hallowed 
associations of freedom and law, which this 
Festival brings home to us, are likewise 
inherent im the way of life cherished by 
Britain and by all truly civilised nations. 
Hence it is that our Sovereigns at their 
Coronation promise to “ maintain the Laws 
of God,” and that the Presipent of the 
United States, when he takes the oath at his 
Inauguration, places his hand upon a copy 
of the Ten Commandments. 


An eminent Anglican theologian, Dr. 
A. R. ViDLeR, in a recent book entitled 
“Christian Behet and This World,” stresses 
the lasting importance of the Ten Command- 
ments for these contemporary times. He 
notes that they used to be displayed—as they 
still are in our synagogues—on the east wall 
of most parish churches, so as to look every-" 
one in the face. In 1847 BENJAMIN DISRAELI 
wrote, “ Over every altar in the Christian 
Church we find the tables of the Jewish 
law.” “Nowadays, however,” complains 
Dr. Viper, “the rules directing the use of 
the Ten Commandments are commonly 
disregarded, and little is seen or heard of 
them either in or out of church. The copies 
o! the Decalogue that used to be displayed 
on the east wall of our churches have either 
disappeared or been removed to the belfry 
or some other part of the building.” The 
disastrous consequences of such neglect of 
the Ten Commandments are emphasised by 
this Christian teacher, who expounds their 
undying worth for all men and nations. 


It devolves upon British Jewry unremit- 
tingly to maintain its own spiritual con- 
tribution to the common weal. In this 
way our community can impart into the 


nauional life something of that fragrance 


and loveliness which are symbolised by the 
flowers that decorate our synagogues at this 
spring-time Festival. Internal strife and 
bitter polemics ill accord with the message 
proclaimed by Sinai. Rabbinic lore stresses 
the true significance of this occasion. While 
the lordly mountains of Hermon and Carmel 
and Lebanon were loud in dispute—each 
one enunciating its own exclusive claim to 
privilege—the Divine splendour rested upon 
none of them. The voice of God was heard 
instead upon Sinai, situated in the desert 
which was common and accessible to all 
men. Strife and contention among the 
Israelites ceased when they stood together 
at the foot of Sinai; and because of the 
lcllowship and harmony which existed 
among them they were fit and qualified to

receive the Torah, which was to teach the 
world the ways of peace and brotherhood. 
This selfsame Torah constituted 
throughout all generations the title-deed 
of our people's existence. Just three 
centuries ago, ANTONIO FERNANDEZ (other- 


wise ABRAHAM ISRAEL) CARVAJAL was freed © 


from the bondage of being a Marrano and 
became the proud leader of the newly estab- 
lished Anglo-Jewish community. And 
CARVAJAL showed himself well aware of the 
universal and world-embracing message of 
the Torah. He was observed by an 
astonished priest—who later duly reported 
it to the Inquisition—to be openly practis- 
ing Judaism in his London home. But what 
astonished the priest much more was to 
receive CARVAJAL'S repeated handshakes 
accompanied by these words, “ Although I 
am a Jew, we shall all meet in heaven.” 
What a noble example for us all of the 
practice of the Torah, whose ways are ways 
of pleasantness and all whose paths are 
peace!

SIGMUND FREUD 
WORLD-WIDE commemorations have been 
held this week in honour of the centenary 
of the birth of SiGmMuND Freup.’ By 
universal consensus his name has been 
acclaimed-as that of one of the supreme 
master-thinkers of modern times. Indeed, 
he and ALBerT EINSTEIN would, in the 
general estimation, be placed pre-eminent 
among those scientists whose revolutionary 
discoveriés have exerted the most profound 
and widespread influence upon the contem- 
porary development of human thought. The 
Jewish people is entitled to take rightful 
pride in having produced and nurtured such 
giant thinkers who contributed so magnifi- 
cently to the advancement of knowledge and 
to man’s understanding of himself and the 
universe. FREUD and EINSTEIN collaborated 
with each other in work for the Hebrew 
University and for the promotion of world 
peace—causes in which they were both 
inspired by the traditions of their Jewish 
inheritance. The attachment of Freup to 
his people was most conspicuously shown by 
his devoted adherence to the B'nai B'rith 
fellowship, which particularly appealed to 
him through the broad tolerance and noble 
generosity of its ideals. Although religious 
believers cannot but feel antagonised by 
much of Freup'’s teaching, -yet even they 
must admire his moral courage and intel- 
lectual honesty. There was something 
intensely and intrinsically Jewish in his 


search for unity. and harmony amid life's 


discords ; in his combination of those intel- 
lectual and ethical insights which produce 
a truly integrated human personality ; in his 
challenge to prejudice and in his single- 
minded pursuit of truth. It is particularly 
gratifying for Anglo-Jewry to recall his life- 
long admiration for England and English 
ideals of tolerance and freedom. In the 
evening of his life he found sanctuary in 
this happy land, whose citizens now delight 
to honour his memory. 


MYSTERY OF A DATE 


AN interesting speculation is contained in 
Dr. Ceci. RoTH’s remarks in his lecture 
last week (reported in our last issue) on 
“ The Resettlement of the Jews in England, 
1656.” Dr. Rou claims to have found a 
solution to a mystery which, he declares, has 
baffled Anglo-Jewish historians for years: 
whether any formal decision was made. by 
the Council of State under CROMWELL 
authorising Jewish public worship in England 
after MANASSEH BEN ISRAEL had presented his 
famous petition. There has been no evidence 
up to. now of any such formal decision, and 
indeed, this year’s Tercentenary celebrations 
of the Resettlement have had no pivotal 
point (other than the year itself) just because 
of this lack of a precise date. If Dr. Rotu 
has now discovered an exact date for so 
historic a moment, then history will owe 
him a tribute. The result announced, how- 
ever, seems to depend rather more on 
deduction than upon actual evidence, the 
key piece, according to the historian himself, 
having been destroyed. The petition bears 
a number of endorsements, including one by 
CROMWELL, from which one may trace its 
receipt and further handling, until we reach 
the one, by the Lord President's Gentleman, 
showing that it had been “delivered” (as 
Dr. RoTu explains it, “ returned”) to the 
petitioners on June 26, 1656. From this Dr. 
Rotu deduces that it had been considered 
by the Council on June 25, and on the 
evidence that he has he beheves that on that 


day a favourable decision was reached. 
Unfortunately, however, the minutes for 
that day in the Council's Order Book have 
since been torn out, and probably, therefore, 
destroyed. (Dr. Rorn is convinced they 
have been destroyed, but, in the absence of 
absolute evidence, there is a remote chance 
that the pages are still lying elsewhere.) 
Against Dr. Rorn’s conclusion, however, 
still stands MANASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S own 
despondent feeling later that year that his 
mission had failed—although, of course, his 
despondency might have been brought about 
by the knowledge of the destruction of the 
record. If so, it is curious that no mention 
has ever been made before of this, for surely 
it would have been known at the time. In 
support of Dr. Rorn’s deduction, one 
could say that it is hardly conceivable that, 
if a formal decision was reached, it could 
have been unfavourable, as otherwise the 
Jewish community would not have been 
allowed to continue unmolested or, indeed, 
have been given open sanction for Jewish 
worship so soon afterwards. Perhaps one 
day the missing pages will turn up, and then 
we shall know for certain. 


SABBATH-BREAKING 


AMONG the things which soon strike every 
visitor to Israel, especially the Jewish visitor, 
is the impressive way in which the Israelis 
observe the Sabbath. The sanctity of that 
day is guaranteed by law and respected by 
the majority of even the non-religious por- 
tion of the community. It is thus with regret 
that we read of the unbecoming manner in 
which certain religious Jews in Haifa— 
many of them, as is seen from our picture 
on another page, in their tallitim—broke 
into the grounds of the Industrial Fair held 
in that town in an attempt to prevent the 
exhibition remaining open on a Saturday. 
No Jew would ever wish to prevent the 
religious from observing the sanctity of the 
Sabbath Day. In fact, even such secular 
writers as BIALIK, and many others far 
removed from Orthodoxy, have always sup- 
ported the religious leaders in Israel in their 
endeavour to make the Sabbath a day of 
rest guaranteed by the law of the land. It 
is therefore strange indeed that in Haifa the 
very guardians of the Sabbath, no matter 
how provoked they felt, should have become 
responsible for its disturbance. Stranger still 
is the fact that the Deputy Minister for 
Religious Affairs should be among the 
thousands of demonstrators involved in a 
clash with the police which caused injury 
to at least 30 people, 20 of them policemen. 
What a spectacle this must have presented 
on a Sabbath day! The closing of the 
synagogues the following Sabbath, and the 
prayers in the street, organised in protest 
against the Haifa Exhibition authorities, for- 
tunately passed without untoward incident. 
Much more respect will be paid to orderly 
protests than violent ones which commit the 
very sin they are directed against. It is surely 
wrong to organise angry demonstrations and 
try to enforce observance on reluctant people 
by means of sticks and stones. Israel is now 
in the ninth year of its existence as a modern 
and civilised State, and it is high time that 
all its citizens, including the zealots, realised 
that in a well-ordered society even such 
serious issues as the observance of the 
Sabbath can and should be settled by 
application to the law. 


WOMEN’S WEEK 


WHILE men ardently pursue political 
objectives and often become so _ politically 
minded as to get thoroughly lost in theoretical 
speculation, women, on the other hand, are 
usually of necessity forced to take a more 
practical view of the art of living. Thus, 
while Zionist Congresses go on and delega- 
tions from Britain, as from other countries, 
rush to attend them, and politics about Israel 
are played on an international level, Jewish 
women in Great Britain prepare quietly for, 
and carry out efficiently, the tasks they have 
set themselves for “ Jewish Women’s Week,” 
which this year has been held during the past 
few days. Jewish Women’s Week has been 
an institution established now for several 
years, and reports in this issue show once 
again that its objectives, pursued by devoted 
women belonging to various Jewish women’s 
societies, Zionist and non-Zionist, are in the

AKDAMUT: SHAVUOT STUDY 


N the celebration of a festival 

crowned with fragrant sym- 

bolism, the tuneful chanting of 
Akdamut before the prescribed 
Scriptural reading on the first dav 
of Shavuot occupies a most 
honoured position. The award of 
such signal distinction to a mystical 
poem in Aramaic by an author 
comparatively unknown in Hebrew 
classical literature has given rise to 
much conjecture among students 
of our liturgy. It is the only poem, 
despite the liturgical contributions 
of R. Eleazar Kaliri and Solomon 
Gabirol and many others. to be 
allowed to interrupt or to postpone 
the reading from the Torah which 
has been taken out of the Ark and 
iS NOW awaiting recital... Is the 
choice of Akdamut an example of 
the Talmudic dictum that “ every- 
thing depends on mazzal, even the 
Sefer Torah jn the Ark.” or is it due 
to some more weighty reasons ? 


Chazan in Worms 


As seen from the acrostic skilfully 
woven into the text of the poem itself, 
as well as from its original conclu- 
sion. the author was R. Meir b. Isaac 
Nehorai. a townsman and contem- 
porary of Rashi. The name Nehorai 
is one which usually accompanied the 
name Meir. both of which mean “to 
ilumine.” In the Talmud (Erubin 
13b), R. ‘Meir is designated as Nehorai. 
It is quite possible that he. was one 
of the teachers of Rashi. for that 
master of Biblical and Talmudic 
commentators refers to him several 
times in most respectful terms 
R. Meir occupied the position of 
Chazan in Worms. and. like most 
learned Readers of his dav. he 
enriched the prescribed services with 
metrical compositions of his own. The

Akdamut was one of several piyyutim 
which R. Meir composed, and was 
intended to serve as an elaborate intro- 
duction to the public recital ef the 
Decalogue about to follow. 

Ihe choice of Akdamut as the 
herald of the Ten Commandments 
may be due to the tragedy which 
surrounded him and his family at the 
end of his days on earth. For they 
died al hiddush haShem as martyrs 
of the First Crusade in 1096. It was 
felt that a fitting honour to such holy 
hving and holy dying would be to erect 
the Akdamut as his monument. It is 
interesting: to note that although the 
poem was read in other communities, 
his own home town of Worms omitted 
it as well as the long Roll of Martyrs 
who died as victims of the Crusades. 
[his omission might have been due 
40 the fear that local enemies of the 
House of Israel would regard such 
recitals as pledges of vengeance on 
their persecutors, and thus be an 
excuse for further attacks. 


A Mystical 


Ihe exact place of R. Meir’s burial 
iS Shrouded im obscurity. Not all 
scholars agree that he was laid to rest 
in Worms. Two other conjectures 
prevail. One is that he had fled from 
persecution to find asvilum in Lublin. 
where he ended his days. According 
to others, he is to be identified with 
R. Met Baal Hanes, who is buried 
in Tiberias on a hill overlooking the 
reputed grave of Maimonides. 

Akdamut is a mystical hymn of 90 
verses arranged in alphabetical order. 
every other couplet beginning with 
another letter of the alphabet. and 
each line ending with the svilable ‘a. 
lt as divided into two parts: the first 
pours out lavish praises of God as 
Creator of a world of ethereal Joveli- 
ness. offers paans of praise to the 
Ministering Angels, and gratitude for 
the. choice of Israel as bearers of 
the Torah... The second part takes 
the form of a discussion between the 
House of Israel and the nations of the 
world which have attacked them 


throughout the long night of their 
exile. acrimomous controversy 
is no dowbt a forceble echo of the 
public discussions between Jewish 
converts to Christianity and repre- 
sentative rabbis arranged by royalty 
and the Church in medieval times, the 
maim aim of which was to contute the 
rabbis in argument and thus bring 
about the forcible conversion of Jews 
to the dominant faith. If the Akdamut 
be regarded in this light. it might 
provide another reason-for its having 
heen awarded the place of honowr on 
the first day of Shavuot. 

The poem concludes with the 
trrumphant assertion of the House of 
Isracl that, despite the blandishments 
of the powerful, hostile nations to 
entice the Jew away from his faith 
and to mingle among the nations on 
equal terms, the House of Israel will, 
come what may. wait patiently for 
salvation, for redemption, and for the 
physical and spiritual glories which 
will be the portion of the fasthful in 
the Messianic Age. The punishment 
meted out to Israel's enemies will fit 
their crime, for the tortures to be 
accorded to them will be in relative 
proportion to the pleasures to be 
enjoyed by the Israelites. 


Exclusion from Sephardi Ritual 


It is significant to note that although 
the poem was composed before 1096, 
it was not until a century ago that 
it was first put by Gabriel Falk into 
a Hebrew version. It curious 
that the Sephardi ritual contains no 
vestige of Akdamut, perhaps because 
of its Aramare form. ht will be borne 
in mind that the Kaddish is recited 
m its Hebrew translation by the 
Sephardim. Since Falk's version, 
several other translators have tried 
ther hand at it. and the 
Machzorim printed in Israel the 
Hebrew version is often found. 
Akdamut is still awaiting is version 
in English. and it is an omission which 
might be rectified im the next 
editions of the Adler-Davis Mach- 
zorim. Beme mystical in its refer- 


ences, and many coprous allusions 
to the Zohar and Cabbelstic 
ture, the poem has given birth to 
many commentaries, most of them as 
mystical as their text, 

Perhaps another reason for the 
choice of Akdamut may be the tunc 
to which it has been wedded. No one 
who has heard it feclingly chanted 
is ever likely to forget its haunting 
melody. The story is told of a certam 
Chazan in Worms who poured out 
his heart so feelingly at its recitation 
that he breathed his last with the con- 
cluding stanza. According to some 
medieval Jewish chronicles. this 
tragic sequel was the cause for is 
omission in Worms, the city of the 
author. 


Two Groups of Melodies 


According to Francis L. Cohen, one 
who spoke with authority on all 
musical renderings of the liturgy, the 
tune to which the poem is usually 
recited belongs to two groups of 
melodies. The first is a chant used 
also for the calling up of the Bride- 
grooms of the Law on Simchat Torah 
—the tune is an interesting cxample of 
the tonality of much of the older 
recitative music of the synagogue. The 
other traditional melody is of much 
later origin, generally belheved to be 
the composition of a Chazan m 
Germany in the enghteenth century. 
Francis Cohen is of the opinion that 
the nigun composed by Mombach

HILE the danger to Israel 
of political and diplomatic 
isolation frequently 
been stressed, especially in relation 
to its effect on the countrys 
military powers, the extent of her 
mental and physical isolation has 
been less clearly understood either 
in Israel or abroad. And yet this 
isolation may be even more 
dangerous to the ultimate well- 
being of the State than the lack of 
treaties with the Great Powers, 
which is the subject of constant 
complaint 
The fact that Israel is surrounded 
on three sides by hostile neighbours 
and on: the fourth by the sea is having 
a depressing effect on the outlook of 
Israelis to which the country’s leaders 
have succumbed no less than the 
people. On returning to Israeli for a 
short visit after five vears | tound the 
people more introverted, more closed 
in on. themselves, more defantly 
defensive. more unrealistic im _ their 
appreciation of what was happening 
in the big world outside their res- 
tricted borders. It seemed as though 
the old hated ghetto walls had 
reappeared, insecurely protecting 
them from an attack which was always 
imminent. and at the same time 
forcing them to rely on their own 
devices for defence as well as for their 
cultural and economic well-being. 


Years of Tension 
It would, indeed, be surprising if 


*these-vears of constant tension on the 


frontiers. of austerity and suspense. 


had not left a mark on the population. . 


But in considering this aspect it must 
not be overlooked whence the popula- 
tion came, These are not immigrants 
with generations of freedom behind 
them. Nine-tenths of the population 
have themselves lived at some time 
in a form of ghetto, either in Eastern 
Europe, or North Africa, or the Arab 
countries. and if not they, then their 
parents. The number of fully free- 
born is remarkably few and it takes 
time to cast off the mental habits of 
centuries, even in a land of the free. 


THE DANGERS OF ISOLATION 


By DAVID KESSLER 


In consequence, Israch thinking in 
some spheres appears to be remark- 
ably narrow During my - visit, I 
discussed what | regard as Israel's 
most vital problem—her relations with 
her neighbours—at all levels, with 
Cabinet. Ministers, officials, news- 
papermen, business people, and, of 
course, taxi drivers Ihe almost 
complete unanimity of views expressed 
was a tribute to Mr, Ben-Gurions 
success as a propagandist rather than 
to any breadth of outlook on. the 
subject Onlv a very few indepen- 
dently minded people seemed to doubt 
that an early Arab attack was 
inevitable (as distinct from possible) 
or had any ideas as to how st could 
be staved off except by the acquisition 
of large supplies of foreign arms and 
especially of jet fiehters Mr 
Sharett's was like a voice crying in 
the wilderness when he declared at the 
Zionist Congress “ Despite the 
apparent recession of the prospects of 
peace and the gathering clouds of war, 
this trend of what 1s at once a more 
realistic and a more imaginative 
appraisal by the Arab countries of 
their long-term jnterests is already 
discernible to those who have eyes to 
see beneath the surface.” 

When | argued that, seen from 
abroad. it appeared as though Colone! 
Nasser would not lightly take the risk 
of becoming involved in a war with 
Israel. one Cabinet. Minister told me 
that I was a victim of British propa- 
ganda and another said that the onl 
thing which we had in common in our 
respective appreciations of the situa- 
tion was our criticism of Israeh public 
relations. Despite the fact that the 
country is virtually cut off from. the 
main stream of thought in the world, 
it was constantly impressed on me 
that the Israelis understood precisely 
their position. and, although they 
never talk to an Arab, they knew 
exactly how Arab minds were 
working. 

It seemed that the mental 
attitude of the people had chaneed 
a lot since the days when the first 
question a stranger was asked was: 


“What do vou think of Israel?” 
Today there 1s greater self-confidence 
but, at the same time, an insularity 
which implies that the people are no 
longer very interested in what 
foreigners think about them. This 
atuitude could produce an ignorance 
of foreign public opinion which 
might become serious. The effects 
abroad, for instance, of retaliatory 
raids’ are discounted, and I was 
regarded with almost hostile incred- 
ulity when I suggested that the theory 
was generally accepted in Britain that 
there was a direct relationship between 
the Gaza raid of February. 1955. and 
( olone!l Nasser's successful request to 
the Soviet bloc for the supply of arms. 
There is a lack of a balanced public 
opinion regarding the EFeypt of today 
and, somewhat paradoxically. I found 
on several occasions that it was left 
to me to say that | appeared to have 
a far higher opinion of the Israeli 
Army's ability to defend itself against 
the Arabs than had the Israelis them- 
selves. In this connection tt is worth 
remembering that in the War of 
Independence the only Arab army 
which gave a consistently good account 
of itself was the Arab Legion. which. 
at that time, was British officered. 
The casual way in which foreign 
public opinion js treated is particularly 
noticeable in regard to Jewish opinion 
in the Diaspora. it has frequently 
heen observed that representatives of 
Jewish newspapers in Israel are treated 
with less care than those representing 
non-Jewish papers. Virtually no 
serious attempt is made to exchange 
opinions with -the Diaspora. the 
visitor's primary function in the Israeli 
view being to impress upon the 
communities abroad that their maim 
role is to act as a milch cow for the 
supply of funds. Mr. Sharett was 
right when he insisted that “the 
Zionist Congress is not a Court of 
Appeal from the Knesset, nor is it a 
second chamber in which the policies 
of the Israeli Government can be 
brought up for discussion with a view 
to final adjudication. Israel is 
sovereign, and the approval given by 


the Knesset to the proposals and 
decisions of its Government us final 
Nevertheless, this does not mean that 
the. Diaspora shouid suffer taxation 
(albeit voluntary) without a form of 
representation regarding the manner in 
which ws aid is employed. 

| said at Kfar Menahem. and 1 
repeat here, that the Israel’ are 
unduly sensitive to criticism They 
have yet to learn that criticism can be 
constructive and triendly without 
being hostile. So far as their forcign 
policy 1s concerned | found virtually 
no evidence of constructive thinking 
beyond the imsistence (which. of 
course, js entirely justified) on the 
necessity for increased armaments. 
Every other line of approach appears 
to have been neglected and only a few 
independently minded individuals 
have begun to consider whether. if 
peace is to be attained, some price 
may have to be paid to achieve jt. 
After an hour's discussion with a high 
official who eventually accepted the 
validity of my  crfiticism. was 
delighted to hear him say. “ Yes, after 
we have got our arms | think we 
should launch a peace offensive.” 


t nique Achievement 


It is a gigantic task to build up a 
modern State such as Isracl is 
becoming. Thanks to their tremendous 
drive and energy and massive foreign 
support the Israclis are in the process 
of conquering the physical and 
material obstacies with which they are 
faced. Their achievement is unique 
and stupendous but. like the rest of 
the world, they are mm danger of con- 
centrating all their efforts on materjal 
and technological factors to the virtual 
exclusion of the probiems of human 
relations. In this ficld the Jews of 
the Diaspora could, if they were given 
the opportunity, give a helping hand, 
but both parties must come to grips 
with the subject. It is time that Israel 
invited lecturers from abroad who will 
deliver a few home truths and who will 
return to their countries with construc- 
tive criticisms as well as eculogies 
Israe] must recognise thal if is not 4 
pure accident that abroad there are 
so many experts whose proffered and 
she has failed to utilise.

promise. was affected by reciting ff

(Maimen) in his classic Hebrew 
essavs on the Festivals shows that 
it was not before the greatest 
authoriti¢s had. marshalled thet 
reasons. pro and con., for the proper 
time for the reading of the poem 
that the minhag prevailing today was 
fixed. 

This brief. study of a_ fascin- 
ating facet of owr festival cannot

Definition of Judaism 


To the Editor of Tae Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Rabbi Finklestein is really 
very good at hiding his head in the 
sand—or perhaps I should say, at try- 
ing to eat his fire and have it. He 
writes: “ The doctrines of the Liberal 
and Reform sects cannot be regarded 
as a form of Judaism. [ must be 
stressed, however, that this applies 
only to the doctrines themselves; as 
to how far the status of an individual 
Jew is affected thereby because of his 
non-observance of the Torah is not 
being dealt with here.” With respect, 
Rabbi Finklestein has no right to shirk 
the latter issue if he is seriously con- 
cerned with the former. 

I agree with what Rabbi Finklesicin 
has convinced himself is his main point. 
that “there ts only one Jewish faith. and 
there are no different shades of Judaism.” 
Where we should no doubt differ is over 
my conviction that one cannot salis- 
faciorily determme what constitutes that 
one Jewish faith by reference exclusively 
to dogmatic considcrations—<even sireich- 
ing that term to include considerations of 
observance—any more than by reference 
exclusively to racial considerations. Were 
such easy rules of thumb applicable. we 
should no doubt find’ some superficially 
minded people pronouncing on the rela- 
tive Judaicity of, say, Maimonides and 
Solomon ben Abraham of Montpellier. 
[To contemporary observers of the tem- 
perament of Rabbi Finklesicin the issuc 
between them probably did scem as clear- 
cut as the present issue does to him; but 
| fancy that he would hold up his hands 
in horror at the impropriety of impugning 
the theological kashrut of exher of such 
venerable figures. of Jewish history in 
retrospect. 

All three criteria—dogma, obscrvance, 
and desceni—break down: not icast 
because the distinction which Rabbi 
Finklesiern and others would make 
between relations with one’s (Uewish) 
neighbour as an individual, and as a 
member of an organisation, ts an artificial 
and, indeed, an impracticable one. 
Dogmatic - -definittions are imadequaic. 
because (a) dogma alone can be used as 
a yardstick only if genealogical considera- 
lions are disregarded, and Jewry quite 
properly considers them relevant: (b) on 
grounds of dogma-cum-halachic-obser- 
vance, is theoretically feasible for a 
claim of jJudaicuy to be advanced by 
persons whose right to call themselves 
Jews (in default of Jewish parentage or 
formal admission as a proselytc) Rabbi 
Finklesicin and others (including myself) 
would not recognise: and (c) the insis- 
tence in Jewish jurisprudence that 
Judaictiy is inahenably transmitted by 
birth. and that a Jew who offends against 
the Torah remains a Jew, makes nonsense 
of any imsisience in equally forthright 
terms as to the indispensability of any 
specific dogma. One cannoi eat ones 
cake and have tt. 

If dogma + observance) is to be 
crucial, the right of the inborn to secede, 
if he cannot with honesty subscribe to 
the dogma, must be admitted: if desceni 
iS paramount, then we cannot, without 
virtually encouraging hypocrisy, demand 
the toeing of dogmatic lines. To shirk 
the issuc by consigning the recalcitrant 
Jew to punishment at the hands of 
Heaven, assisted, perhaps, by ostracism 
(at least on more public occasions) at the 
hands of Jewry, 1s not only no solution: 
it iS also to mnhibit the very function of 
Judaism, which is surely to attempt to 
achieve. in the flesh. an ideal society 
based upon the principles of the Torah. 
A society that allows its misfits to he 
treated as pariahs can scarcely make good 
any clatm to be essaying, through serious 
seif-questioning, own evolution into 
an ideal society. The solution has to be 
worked out, and can only be worked out 
by censtructive thinking both Isracl 
and in the gola—tor the attempts of cach 
to solve it are relevant, though not neces- 
sarily applicable, to the other. To preicnd, 
as Rabbi Finklestein would, that there is 
no problem here to which there ts not 
4 valid authoritarian answer, is to invite 
the non-Jewish world and wih i the 
uniearned and perplexed wuhin Jewry to 
form one of three false conclusions as 
to what constitutes being a Jew, viz.: 
(i) observance of pot-and-pan-thcism: 
(i!) claiming to be a Jew: (in) being called 
a — Jew by a third party. 

Rose-tinted spectacles are engaging toys 
through which to view the past. and if 
so used are superficially powerful weapons 
for contemporary polemic. Rabbi Finkle- 
s cilations from Maimonides’ out- 

spoken remarks in his “Laws of 
Repentance (which he has somewhat 
misrepresented in translation through the 
tendentious inclusion of dots) are speci- 
heally concerned only with the fate of 
the unrepentant in the world to come: 
and they should be set. beside 
Maimonides’ attitude to members of the 
Karate community in his own time. 
“Being asked how Rabhbanites should 
hehave towards Karaites, he replied that 
so long as they kept within the bounds 
decency, and did not scoff at the 


Talmud, they were to be treated respect- 


fully, and to be approached with friendli- 
ness, humility, and in a pacific spirit, 
Rabbanites mi visit them in their 
houses, bury their dead, comfort their 
mourners, and initiate their children into 
the covenamt of Abraham .. .” (Gractz. 
History,” English Translation, 
p. 465: cf. Maimonides’ Responsa, ed. 
Fremann, No. 371, p. 339f). On the 
other hand in Castile in the same 
twelfth century Karaism was being 
suppressed physica! persecution, the 
Rabbanite Jews led by Judah ibn Ezra 
having called in the government with 
that object (Graetz, 362f). So 
much for the assertion Rabbi Solo- 
vettschik and Rabbi Finklestcin that 
“from the Torah standpoint, the gap 
between Reform and Orthodoxy is muc 
greater than the distance that separated 
the Pharisees from the Sadducees in the 
times of the Second Temple, and the 
Karaites from the traditional Jews in the 
days of the Gaonim [sic]. Happily, the 
one institution of Christendom which we 
may be reasonably certain that world 
Jewry, in its scarcely discriminating haste 
to re-enact on its own ground the 
experimentation of Europe, will never 
allow its extremists to resurrect, is that 
of the Holy Office. 

For responsible treatment of such 
problems as fhese, the dcicrmination of 
what is unique in Judaism and in Jewry 
is more helpful a starting point than the 
definition either. But definitions have 
their uses—particularly the negative use 
of helping to expose loose thought and 
the avoidance of inconvenient issucs, 
Where Judaism is concerned, my own 
working definition—which I am always 
ready to amend or jettison if persuaded 
that a less inadequate one can be formu- 
lated—is not conceived upon “ trades 
union” premises, and it is therefore 
unlikely to -cut much ice with Rabbi 
Finklestein, but it might possibly help 
these whom he has succeeded in mystify- 
ing. shocking, or misleading to cavity 
their own minds. And since my own 


. conception of Judaism has a place for 


both traditionalist and modernist 
approaches (these labels are slightly, if 
slightly, less misleading than 
“ Orthodox and “ Liberal’), I take the 
liberty of stating it, lest I, too, should 
appear to be knowingly avoiding any 
issues. I find Judaism to comprise a 
system of monotheistic faith, of aniversal 
and eternal relevance: expressing itself in 
a complex of culture and ethics the trans- 
mission of which is predominantly 
hereditary, and the implementation of 
which is binding, by virtue of a revela- 
tional sanction, on those to whom tt has 
been thus transmitted; and having as its 
object the sublimation of maicrial values 
by spiritual considerations.

MOSES MONTEFIORE AND 
SABBATH OBSERVANCE 


Walked on Festival to Fulfil 
Engagement 


lo the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.-I read with interest, in your 
issue Of May 4, of the Chief Rabbi's 
address at the conference of Anglo- 
Jewish Preachers, and, in particular, 
of his attitude. to the Sabbath and 
Festivals. During his speech he men- 
troned that had Sir Moses Montefiore 
or Sir David Salomons been asked to 
lay functions or entertainments on 
such occasions they would have 
politely sent their regrets, 


As far as Sit Moses Montefiore is con- 
cerned, there is a great deal of evidence 
that he imvariably sent his regrets when 
the invitation Was purely social: never- 
theless, when there was any question of 
obligation it i clear that he regarded 
his duties in a somewhat different light 
and details of the compromise he reached 
on one occasion may be of interest to 
your readers. 

The following is an extract of Dr. 
Loewe's “* Diaries of Sir Moses and Lady 
Montefiore,” dated May 30, 1838, at 
which time Sir Moses was Sheriff of the 
Ciy of London. 


“ As this was the first day of the Pentecost 
Festival. Sir Moses walked to the city. and 
attended service in the Synagogue there On 
hes return t) Park Lane he waiked with Lady 
Montefiore to the King’s Arms. Kensington. 
where they had taken rooms the day before. and 
where they found a cold collation spread for 
them This last, as well as both their court 
dresses, had been conveyed there from Park 
Lane on the preceding day. 

Prom our sitting-room.” Sir Moses writes. 
“we had an excellent vicw of the company going 
to the palace. as well as of the Queen and her 
attendants im three roval carriages. escorted by 
a woop of Hore Guards After ten o'clock 
dear Judith went t© the palace in a sedan chair, 
and | walked there. There were many hundred 
carriages, and thousands of persons. The appear- 
ance of the rooms, galicrics, and company was 
magnificent beyond description. The Duke of 
Sussex received the company, and spoke very 
kindly to Juduth and myself. in the scoord 
chamber Lady Cecilia Underwood was at the 
door, and gtected us most kindly. The Qucen 
was also in thig room. and near to her the 
Duchess of Kent and the other members of the

JEWISH WOMEN’S 
WEEK 
Operation Doorstep” 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Two thousand voluntary canvassers 


recruited from among the major 
Jewish women’s organisations in 
Britain and Ireland will by next 


Sunday have conveyed to every Jewish 
housewife in the land the sense of 
danger in which Israel finds herself 
and of the urgent need for assistance. 


For this ts the ninth annual Jewish 
Women's Week, . sponsored by the 
Federation of Women Zionisis in con- 
junction with the Women’s Lodges of the 
Bnai Brith, the Mizrach Women's 
Organisation, the Union of Jewish 
Women, and Synagoguc Ladies’ Guilds. 

In recent years an average of about 
£35,000 has been collected during this 
campaign, and, according to first indica- 
tions, the present Women's Weck—which 
began last Sunday—should reach an even 
higher total. 


The major part of the collection goes 
towards financing the Israch welfare 
budget of Wizo, whose British branch, 
the F.W.Z.. provides most of the volun- 
tary canvassers and covers all the 
expenses of the extensive campaign. 

The rest is given to the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organisation to be spent on 
their social institutions for women and 
children in Israel. 

When I visited the offices of the 
F.WZ. at 107 Gloucester Placc, W.|!. 
the other day, it was noticeable that for 
the duration of Jewish Women's Weck 
it had been transformed into the head- 
quarters of the campaign—Mrs. Tina 
Bloch. Chairman of both the Federation 
and the “ Week.” Mrs. J. C. Gilbert, 
Hon. Secretary of the * Week.” Mrs. R. 
Kissman, Director of Propaganda of the 
F.W.Z.. and Miss R. Gassman, the Secre-

It is the aim of Jewish Women's Weck. 
I was told, to bring to the doorstep 
every Jewish woman Isracl's problems a 
urgemt needs. In this way the campaign 
ceases to be mercly a collection for 
money but becomes also an educational 
enterprise of considerable valuc. 

To many a Jewish housewife the 
canvasser’s visit is her first contact with 
the affairs of the Jewish State.

Blau fur cleaning process at work Thy

1 was surprised to find that sawdust 
is still used in cleaning. But not jst 
anv sawdust—pine, for example. may 
stain a fur owing to the resin in it 

The most ceneenetine part of the clean- 
ing is the toning. man picks up a 
coat and irons it* using a sort of rotary 
press affair, with rather less apparent 
effort than I use on a large handkerchief 
It takes years. I am told, to master the 
trick completely. 

A coat half-ironed makes an interest- 
ing “before and after™ picture. The 
ironed half is soft and glossy; the 
unironed part is unglossed, the hairs 
matted in tiny tufts—"* paint-brushy,” as 
it is called. 

Among the most interesting items that 
have been through the Martin-Blau 
process are a £5,000 sable coat (this only 
a week or so ago) and Queen Mary’s 
Cororation robe.

“ISRAEL IN EGYPT” 


A Columbia Recording 
a in Egypt.

The story of the Israelites’ escape 
from Egypt is part of a national 
epic, and Handel aimed at achieving 
that same epical quality im his 
oratorio. The form he gave it is of 
particular interest, for he wrote it in 
two parts: the first a direct narration 
of the chief events of the escape, using 
verses from Exodus and certain of 
the Psalms as text; the second using 
the “Song of Moses” in Exodus av 
for the evocation of emotion 
remembered if not in tranquillity yet 
in poetic exultation. 

This difference in thematic treatment 
necessarily involves a differentiated treat. 
ment of the musical contest. In the firs 
part the lwstener is madé to relive most 
vividly all the dread and horror of the 
Ten Plagues, culomnating in the slaying 


of the firstborn and advancing to the 
escape of Isracl and the destrucuion of 
the Eeyptmns, In this part the musical 


treatment is exciting, but down to earth ; 
Hande! did not disdain to convey the 
essence of the plagues of frogs, flies, and 
lice, hailMones and thick darkness, in 
musical terms: the frogs hop, the flies 
buzz. the hailstones patter, and as for 
the darkness —the setting of Exodus x, 2}. 
is the final musical capression of physical 
dark ness. 


Paan of Praise 


The «cond part is necessarily a pean 
of praise and thanksgiving, and it 
contains some of Handel's mom glorious 


part-writin Here and there, when the 
“Song of Moses” pauses to recall 
incidents of the destruction, the illustra- 


irve writing reappears; but generally the 
music moves at the higher level of over- 
wheiming jov and gratitude to the One 
Deliverer. In this part the full resources 
of a large chow are exploited in a 
succession of great double-choruses which 
demonstrate all Handel's. enormous gifts 
for magnificent choral composition. Yet 
at the last, the ukwmate annuncimtion, 
“ The Lord shall reign for ever,” was 
apparently too sublime a concept ¢ven 
for Handel at that time—though only a 
few years later he incorporated this 
textual theme asa section of his 
Hallelujah Chorus ”’—-for this double 
chorus 1s one of the two shortest in the 
whole work. 

The performance by the Huddersfield 
Chow and the Liverpool Philharmonic 
Orchestra under Sir Malcolm Sargent also 
emphasises the dramatic clements in the 
music: of the five or six Mems cut out 
in this version one at least, “ Thou in 
Thy mercy,” is to be regretted both for 
its music and for tts tonal and dynamic 


contrast to the contest. Sir Malcolm 
explous the magnificent powers of this 
choir to the full, and part-“nging 
is almost irreproachable, though the 


sopranos at times sound shrill and hard-

HARVEST TIME 


By AUNTIE 


FE are nearing the end of the 
W omer days and approaching 
the time of the rich corn 
harvest. Here in England last year 
we had a record harvest which helped 
us considerably during the hard 
winter and we are hoping to have a 
still more abundant harvest this year. 
Perhaps this experience helps us to 
understand why our ancestors prayed 
so fervently for good harvests, 
Anxiously they watched at the time 
of the “former and latter rains,” so 
that no disaster might befall the grow- 
ing crops 
Shavuot ss primarily our corn 
harvest festival, and the plant’ and 
flowers in the symagOgue are 4 
memorial of the days when the 
Temple m Jerusalem was the centre 
for the festival processions. A couple 
of days before Shavuot all the men 
{and sometumes thew wives) came to 
Jerusalem. Early in the morning they 
formed processions according to the 
district from which they came. Each 
man brought a willow basket flied 
with the first fruits that he had 
gathered from his crops on his own 
lands. and then the crowd set out for 
the gates of Jerusalem, On arrival, 
they paused, while the Levites, who 
were serving their turn on duty in the 
Temple. welcomed them with swect 
strains of music, and then the priest 
conducted them towards the Temple 
itself. When they finally reached the 
foot of the hill where the Temple 
stood. the Levites put down their 
musical instruments and sang Psalm 
xxx. which is a sone of dedication and 
asks God for His help. After that 
the people recited from Deuteronomy, 
*“ Aad now. behold. I have brought the 
first of the fruit of the land which 
Thou. O Lord, hast given me.” 


Children’s Holiday 


After the procession of the fruit, 
with its service. the rest of the day 
was spent as a holiday. especially by 
the children. There used to be an old 
custom of taking a child to synagogue 
for the first time on Shavuot. While 
the Torah was read (the Torah that 
was given on this day on Mount 
Sinai). the boy was given a wafer with 
honey, and the father said : ™ May the 
words of the Law be ever sweet on 
thy tongue.” 

Have I ever told you the story of 
the bov who went empty-handed to 
the Temple? He was sad at heart, 
for he saw all the people laden with 
their offerings. As he walked slowly 
alone an old man passed and asked 
why he was unhappy. The boy con- 
fessed that he had no first-fruits to 
offer like other folk. and the old man 
put a wicker basket into his hand and, 
bidding him be of good cheer. left 
him. The boy, feeling that perhaps 
the old man was right in saying that 
God would not mind the absence of 
a gift. came to the priest and said: 
“I have no gift.” The priest gentl 
raised the boy from his knees, saying : 


“God does not mind the absence of 
an offering when one brings a cheerful 
heart.” 

Then the boy looked into the basket 
and saw that tt was filled with first- 
fruits. The priest blessed the boy, 
who later became a successful farmer. 
Each year when he went to offer his 
gift. he looked in vain for the old 
man who had given him so much 
happiness. but he knew in his heart 
that it must have been no other than 
the prophet Elijah. 

_ But'we must not forget that Shavuot 
is also the anniversary of a great 
event, not only of national importance

FEAST OF WEEKS 


The Festival of Shavuot (Weeks) is so 
called because from the second day of 
Passover we count seven weeks, at the 
end of which Shavuot is celebrated. It 
is also known as Pentecost, from the 
Greek word for “ fiftieth.” as it is the 
Sith day. In the praver book, it is 
referred to as “ the Season of the Giving 
of our Law ™ (Zeman Mattan Toratenu). 
Another name by which Shavuot ts 
known is “ the Festival of the Harvest.” 
(Chag WHakatzir), because it coincides 
with the season of the wheat harvest. 
Finallv, the Torah calls nt “the Day of 
the First Fruits (Yom Habhikkurim). 
hecause in Temple times two wheat 
loaves, made from the first ears of grain 
to ripen, were offcred up in the Temple.

The Bible tells us a good deal about 
caves in the land of Israel. The most 
famous of them was the Cave of Mach- 
pelah, where Abraham and Sarah. Jsaac 
and Rebckah, Jacob and Leah were 
buried. When David sought refuge from 
Saul, he frequently hid in caves, and in 
one. called the Cave of Adullam, he 
gathered some 400 discontented men. In 


another cave near Engeddi, Saul was | 


nearly slain by David's men, but David 
spared his life. The prophet Elijah, flee- 
ing from Jezebel’s vengeance, entered a 
cave on Mount Horeb. where he 
experienced a storm, an earthquake, and 
a fire—followed by a still small voice. 
During the Maccabean rising a thousand 
Jews were killed in caves by the Syrians. 
Under the Romans. Jews often hid in 
caves, and in one of them R. Simeon 
ben Yochai and his son, R. Eleazar, are 
said to have spent 13 years. Sacred 
writings were also deposited in caves, 
and the Dead Sea Scrolls were dis- 
covered, in 1947, in caves.

PARAPLEGIC’S 12,000-MILE JOURNEY 


Across the Sahara 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A 23-year-old South African para- 
plegic, Mr. Neville Cohen, of Johan- 
nesburg. has arrived in London after 
completing a 12,000-mile journey 
in a hand-controlled car, during which 
he crossed the Sahara Desert. It is 
believed that this ts the first time that 
such a journey has been completed by 
a paraplegic. 

When I spoke to Mr. Cohen about his 
exacting journey which been 
described as one of the most dramatic 
for many years, he told me that he had 
enjoyed every minute of it. ~~ 
sure when I set out,” he said, “ that I 
would succeed with the help of my co- 
driver.
